The Department of Parks and Parkways facilities sustained major damage during Hurricane Katrina.  The greenhouse is no longer operable.  The estimated cost to repair the two single greenhouses and replace the large green house and head house is estimated at $1,553,125.  FEMA is funding $445,687 in repairs for all of the greenhouses and head house, resulting in a shortfall of $1,107,438.  The greenhouse is currently without electricity, heat, ventillation or irrigation.  A functional greenhouse should also include retractable shadecloth, misting tables, and an office with a computer terminal.  The areas under the tables should be paved for weed management.  

Fully restore the Department of Parks and Parkways' greenhouse facility

The Masterplan vision includes enhanced neutral grounds and greenways, a restored tree canopy covering 50% of the city and a "Green" City.  The restoration of the greenhouse will enable the Department of Parks and Parkways to grow plants successfully in order to work toward meeting these stated goals.  It will be very difficult to accomplish these goals without a functioning greenhouse.

The mule pen will receive some minor repairs using FEMA funding, however, the accompanying overhang is not included in the scope of work.  The canopy provides protection for forestry division equipment, including stump grinders, chippers, fleet, etc. to protect them from the elements.  Work required includes demolition of the existing damaged roof, partial demolition of the cantilever beams, new steel at revised roof edge, installation of a new metal roof and sand, prime and paint the roof support structure.

Repair the protective overhang at the Parks and Parkways facility in order to protect the forestry equipment.

The masterplan outlines a vision for livability, with a goal of achieving a restored tree canopy covering 50% of the City in addition to enhanced neutral grounds and greenways.  This tree canopy must be maintained, and it is therefore important to protect the equipment used by the Parks and Parkways urban forestors to maintain the tree canopy.

The 2012 Master Plan was developed in collaboration with Westbank Redevelopment Corporation (WRC), Brown + Danos land design, inc., city officials and citizen input through a series of public workshops.  The Master Plan outlines five phases for implementation.   Scope of work for this proposal includes part of Phase One (part of Phase One has been funded through a seperate grant) and complete Phase Two, which includes fourteen exercise stations at 1/10 mile intervals, reforestation, wildlife habitat meadows, lagoon restoration, Scout Island excavation to create a true island, grading and replanting of bioswales, lagoon edge plantings, grading to restore the watershed, lagoon edge trail, fishing piers, boardwalks, footbridges and gabion.  The portion of Phase One not included in this request is the construction of the perimeter trail, which has been funded through a $87,000 FHWA Recreational Trails Grant with WRC funding the 20% match.

Brechtel Park improvements and repairs

Scope of work is to construct a chemical storage and washdown building to support operations at Joseph Bartholomew Golf Course.  The US EPA NPDES Stormwater Regulations mandate proper storage of herbicide, insectide and fertilizer chemicals.  If the golf course is found to be out of compliance with the mandate, the EPA and State have the authority to shut down operations at the golf course and/or levy fines.  Currently, the course is not in compliance as there is no such storage facility.   The chemicals are essential to golf course maintenance operations.
